CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1]Virtual online shop characterized by comprising the following established on 
a network is accessed with a user-terminal device, An onHine shopping auxiliary 
system which adds a supplementary service which is not provided in this online shop 
to an online shopping system which trades in goods or service. 

A switching means which changes from a screen of said online shopping system to a 
screen for providing said supplementary service. 

A means to receive transaction information about dealings of said goods or service 
with which said online shopping system was provided from a terminal unit. 
A means to receive additional information required for offer of said supplementary 
service from said terminal unit. 

A means to output information required for offer of said supplementary service based 
on said transaction information and said additional information. 



[Claim 2]The on-line shopping auxiliary system according to claim 1 to which a 
transaction number peculiar to each dealings in order to conduct each dealings 
identifiable is assigned. 

[Claim 3]The on-line shopping auxiliary system according to claim 1 or 2 which are 
two or more individual on-line system systems by which said online shopping system 
became independent mutually. 

[Claim 4]The on-line shopping auxiliary system according to any one of claims 1 to 3 

with which detention of goods is included in said supplementary service. 

[Claim 5]The on-line shopping auxiliary system according to claim 4 with which a 
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physical distribution check and a settlement-of-accounts check are given to said 
goods. 

[Claim 6]The on-line shopping auxiliary system according to claim 5 to which said 

physical distribution check and a settlement~of~accounts check are given in said 
virtual online shop. 

[Claim 7]The on-line shopping auxiliary system according to claim 5 or 6 with which 
writing which shows the check when delivery of goods and recovery of a price are 
made by user in a house~of""detention place of said goods is performed in said 
physical distribution check and a settlement-of^accounts check. 
[Claim 8]An on-line shopping auxiliary system with which said terminal unit contains 
either at least among a personal computer, a personal digital assistant device, and a 
cellular phone. 

[Claim 9]Information required for offer of said supplementary service is written in a 
transaction data base, and to this transaction data base. The on-fine shopping 
auxiliary system according to any one of claims 4 to 8 with which said virtual online 
shopp a physical distribution contractor of said goods, and said house-of-detention 
place are made accessible from one of places at least. 

[Claim 10]An on-line shopping auxiliary method characterized by comprising the 

following of adding a supplementary service which is not provided in this online shop 

to an online shopping system which accesses virtual online shop established on a 

network with a user-terminal device, and trades in goods or service. 

A change process in which it changes to a screen of in order to provide said 

supplementary service from a screen of said online shopping system. 

A process in which transaction information about dealings of said goods or service 

with which said online shopping system was provided from a terminal unit is received. 

A process in which additional information required for offer of said supplementary 

service is received from said terminal unit. 

A process in which information required for offer of said supplementary service is 
outputted based on said transaction information and said additional information. 

[Claim 1 1]An on-line shopping auxiliary method according to claim 10 that a 

transaction number peculiar to each dealings in order to conduct each dealings 
identifiable is assigned. 

[Claim 12]An on-line shopping auxiliary method according to claim 10 or 11 that said 
online shopping systems are two or more individual on-line systems which became 
independent mutually. 
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[Claim ISjAn on-line shopping auxiliary method according to any one of claims 10 to 
12 that detention of goods is included in said supplementary service. 
[Claim 14]An on-line shopping auxiliary method according to claim 13 that a physical 
distribution check and a settlement~of-accounts check are given to said goods. 
[Claim 15] An on-line shopping auxiliary method according to claim 14 that said 
physical distribution check and a settlement~of-accounts check are attached in said 
virtual online shop. 

[Claim 16]An on-line shopping auxiliary method according to claim 14 or 15 that 
writing which shows the check when delivery of goods and recovery of a price are 
made by user in a house~of~detention place of said goods is performed in said 
physical distribution check and a settlement~of~accounts check. 
[Claim 173An on™line shopping auxiliary method according to any one of claims 10 to 
16 that said terminal unit contains either at least among a personal computer a 
personal digital assistant device, and a cellular phone. 

[Claim 1 8]Information required for offer of said supplementary service is written in a 
transaction data base, and to this transaction data base. An on-line shopping auxiliary 
method according to any one of claims 13 to 17 that said virtual online shop, a 
physical distribution contractor of said goods, and said house-of~detention place are 
made accessible from one of places at least. 

[Claim 19] An information recording medium which recorded a program which performs 

a method indicated to either of claims 10 thru/or 18. 

[Claim 20]A program which performs a method indicated to either of claims 10 thru/or 
18.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial AppIication]This invention relates to the auxiliary system of the onHine 
shopping which made it possible to add a function to an individual online shopping 
system simply especially about an online shopping system. 
[0002] 
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[Description of the Prior ArtJWhat is called an online shopping system that accesses 
the store (henceforth an online shop) of the imagination established on the network 
using the Internet, personal computer communications, etc., and purchases goods, a 
ticket, etc, is provided. If an online shop is accessed from a personal computer, a 
personal digital assistant, etc. of a house, and a user chooses goods, seeing the 
screen to which it shows services to be sold and makes payment using a settlement 
card, electronic money, etc., this system, Goods etc. are delivered by a user s house 
etc. by the physical distribution contractor who tied up with the online shop (or donors, 
such as goods). 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, in the individual on-line shopping 
with which such a commodity supply person and the physical distribution contractor 
tied up, the receiver s address of goods is restricted to a house, an office, etc. of the 
user who a physical distribution contractor can place goods etc. and can return. In 
order for a user to be able to receive goods at other arbitrary places, such as a 
convenience store, It must belong to the specific on-line shopping mall which has tied 
up with the convenience store group etc., and the necessity of establishing a self shop 
in a still more specific shopping mall arises besides the online shop system uniquely 
established on a network as a result. 

[0004]For this reason, the establishment person of an online shop will put two or more 
shops side by side substantially, The order from a specific shopping mall will be 
completed apart from the order from the online shop established uniquely, and a goods 
master database, a customer database, an order database, etc. must be placed also on 
the server of the above-mentioned shopping mall. 

[0005]Therefore, this invention, without the online shop established individually 
belonging to a specific shopping mall, The original shopping site managed now is used 
and it aims at providing the structure (scheme) which makes it possible to add easily 
new service of enabling it to receive goods not only at a user s house and office but at 
other arbitrary places etc. 

[0006]The site and application service provider (henceforth "ASP") of an online shop 
cooperate [ this invention ], It aims at providing the system which enables the addition 

of the service which cannot be provided in an online shop with the service function 
which ASP provides. 

[0007]The site and ASP of an online shop cooperate and an object of this invention is 
to provide the system whose addition of detention service of goods is enabled [ that it 
cannot provide and ] in an online shop. 
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[0008] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose an 
onHine shopping auxiliary method (or system) of this invention, Virtual online shop 
established on a network is accessed with a user-terminal device. In an onHine 
shopping auxiliary method (or system) of adding a supplementary service which is not 
provided in this online shop to an online shopping system which trades in goods or 
service, A change process (or means) in which it changes from a screen of the 
above-mentioned online shopping system to a screen for providing the 
above-mentioned supplementary service, A process (or means) in which transaction 
information about dealings of the above-mentioned goods or service with which the 
above-mentioned online shopping system was provided from a terminal unit is 
received, A process (or means) in which information required for offer of the 
above-mentioned supplementary service is outputted based on a process (or means) 
in which additional information required for offer of the above-mentioned 
supplementary service is received from the above-mentioned terminal unit, and the 
above-mentioned transaction information and the above-mentioned additional 
information is included. 

[0009]By having this composition, it becomes possible to add a service function which 
is not in an online shopping system. 

[00 10] Preferably, in order to conduct each dealings identifiable, a transaction number 
peculiar to each dealings is assigned. Thereby, discernment or search of individual 
dealings is enabled out of all the transaction data. 

[001 1]Preferably, the above-mentioned online shopping systems are two or more 
individual onHine system systems which became independent mutually. What (or it 
ties to an auxiliary system) an auxiliary system is simply added for to an online 
shopping system formed individually is possible. 

[001 2] Preferably, detention of goods is included in the above-mentioned 
supplementary service. Thereby, a user becomes possible [ receiving goods at various 
stores (place), such as convenience stores other than a house or office, a rice shop, a 
general dealer, a laundry and a station etc. ]. 

[0013]Preferabiy, a settlement-of-accounts check used for settlement of a physical 
distribution check and a commodity price in which a receiver s address of goods is 
shown is given to the above-mentioned goods. Thereby, settlement of accounts of 
delivery of goods and payment of a price is attained simultaneously, and they 
resemble the usual sales act. Therefore, personal authentication which is needed in 
delivery of goods without a payment becomes unnecessary. 
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[00 14] Preferably, the above-mentioned physical distribution check and a 
settlement-of-accounts check are attached in said virtual online shop. 
[001 5] Preferably, when delivery of goods and recovery of a price are made by user in 
a house~of~detention place of the above-mentioned goods, writing which shows the 
check is performed in the above-mentioned physical distribution check and a 
settlement-of-accounts check. Thereby, receipt and payment of goods are checked 
(settlement of accounts), and completion of dealings is recorded on a database. 
[0016]Preferably, the above-mentioned terminal unit contains either at least among a 
personal computer, a personal digital assistant device, and a cellular phone, 
[001 7]Preferably, information required for offer of the above-mentioned 
supplementary service is written in a transaction data base, and a physical distribution 
contractor of the above-mentioned virtual online shop and the above-mentioned 
goods and the above-mentioned house-of-detention place are made at least by this 
transaction data base accessible from one of places. 

[0018]This invention relates to an information recording medium which recorded a 

program which performs a method mentioned above. Various kinds of things, such as 

CD-ROM, FDD, MO (magneto-optical disc), DVD-ROM, magnetic tape, an IC memory, 

an iC card, a hard disk, and a magnetic card, are included in a medium. 

[0019]This invention relates to a program of a computer which forms a system which 

performed or mentioned above a method mentioned above. 

[0020] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, an embodiment of the invention is described 
with reference to drawings. 

[0021] Drawing 1 is an explanatory view explaining the entire configuration of the 
online shopping system concerning this invention. In the figure, 1 is a user-terminal 
device, for example, a personal computer, a personal digital assistant device, a cellular 
phone, etc. He is a physical distribution contractor to whom the online shop (virtual 
online shop) where 2 was established by the Internet and 3 was established by the 
web server, and 4 deliver an application service provider (ASP), and 5 delivers goods. 
6 is a detention base of the goods which keep goods and are handed over to a user, 
for example, a convenience store, various stores, a station, etc. correspond. 7 is a 
settlement~of~accounts company which performs settlement of various fees or a 
commodity price, and is provided with the computer system for settlement of 
accounts connected with the POS terminal etc. which have been arranged at each 
detention base 6. 

[0022]First, (1) user accesses the Internet 2 using the terminal unit 1, and accesses 
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the online shop (seller) of the web server 3. 

[0023](2) A user takes the necessary procedure for shopping at the site of a seller s 
online shop using the Internet 2. 

[0024](3) Choose the choice which uses a supplementary service (shop front cost 
length) in an online shop. If the button on the monitor display of the terminal unit 1 is 
clicked, it will move to the site of ASP4. 

[0025](4) Go into the site of ASP4 via the Internet 2, and choose the base (a store 
and a store) which wants to receive goods. A name and a telephone number are 
inputted. Under the present circumstances, it is the design which brings transaction 
information, such as both ID and purchasing commodity information, to ASP site 4 
from the shop 3 which did some shopping, and the personal information and the 
selection store which the user inputted at that information and this site 4 are 
managed as 1 set of information. 

[0026](5) Escape from ASP site 4 by selection of an end item. Under the present 
circumstances, it depends on the demand by the side of the online shop 3 whether the 
inputted item in this site is carried out. 

[0027](6) Return to the site by the side of an online shop, and end by end item 
selection. 

[0028](7) In order to receive when an online shop ships goods based on order 
information, and to take base information and receipt printed information, go into 
Internet network 2. 

[0029](8) Go into ASP4 side and take receipt base information and receipt printed 
information. 

[0030](9) and (10) It receives from the ASP side, base information and receipt printed 
information are taken, and it displays on a personal computer. 

[0031 iThe online shop 3 creates a physical distribution check and a storage vicarious 
execution check by the received data. 

[0032](1 1) To a load with order, they are a physical distribution check and a storage 
vicarious execution check (it puts into an envelope and sticks on the outside of a load 
(refer to drawing 3 ).). Or it puts into a bag (load packing material) with the function 
which can desire the same effect. A load is carried into a physical distribution complex, 
or a load is passed to the physical distribution contractor 5 by taking over, and 
dispatch procedure is taken. The duplicate of a physical distribution check remains in 
the online shop 3. 

[0033]The user 1 is told about the date of arrival of the load to the detention base 6 
by e-mail from (12) and the (13) online shop 3. 
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[0034](14) A load is carried into the detention base 6 specified by the physical 
distribution contractor 5. The goods are inspected by passing the appointed invoice to 
the store 6 side, and the duplicate of an invoice remains in a physical distribution 
contractor. 

[0035](15) Go to the detention base 6 specified by a user, and tell a name and a 
telephone number, or enter and hand to a predetermined paper. 
[0036]A salesclerk checks that there is a load from a delivery~of-~goods list by the 
client name and a telephone number. A load is carried to a counter from a backyard, a 
storage vicarious execution check is taken out from an envelope, and it checks to a 
client A salesclerk scans ^s^*** etc. by POS terminal 6 after checking that he is a 
client (user), receives money like the procedure of storage vicarious execution, and 
pushes the store stamp of a convenience store, or performs the writing and check of 
a given item (writing of a dealings check), and hands a client a duplicate. A load 
(goods) is handed over simultaneously and it ends. 

[0037](16) Storage news flash data is transmitted to the settlement"of-~accounts 
company 7 from POS terminal 6 of a convenience store simultaneously with the scan 
of (1 5) (transmission). 

[0038](20) A receipt duplicate and receiving data are compared later and transmitted 
to the settlement company 7 as reliable report data. 

[0039](17) News flash data and reliable report data are exhibited by the settlement 
company 7 to ASP4 at the time of a designated date. ASP4 is processed two or more 
every online shops [ incorporate data and ] 3. 

[0040](18) and (19) ASP4 exhibits the storage news flash and reliable report data 
which corresponds to each online shop 3 using the art of the Internet. 
[0041 ]The amount of money which lengthened the fee which the detention base 6 
should receive from a storage price from the detention base 6 is transferred to the 
settlement-of-accounts company 7. 

[0042](22) Transfer the amount of money defined from the settlement-of~accounts 
company 7 to ASP4, seller 3, and the physical distribution contractor 5. 
[0043]Thus, goods' delivery of "detention" service of the goods of on-line shopping 
and settlement of a price are performed, 

[0044] Drawing 2 is a flow chart explaining the online shop at the time of accessing an 
online shop from a user terminal, and cooperation of ASP which provides an option. 
[0045](1) Commodity selection (82) 

With the terminal unit 1 , a user accesses an online shop and displays a target product 
etc. on the monitor display of the terminal unit 1. A user chooses pleasing goods and 
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puts into a virtual shopping bag. If commodity selection ends, it will progress to the 
following procedure. 

[0046](2) Selection (S4) of means of settlement and the report method 
If goods are chosen on the screen (S2) of the commodity selection mentioned above 
next, the screen which chooses how to hand over selection of means of settlement 
and goods will be displayed on a monitor. For a user, the choice of new service 
arranged on a screen, for example, "detention", is expressed as this screen like the 
door-~to~door delivery report in credit payment in advance, and choices, such as a 
convenience-stores-escrow reversionary doorHto-door delivery report. Here, a user 
chooses "detention." 

[0047](3) The check of the means of settlement and the report method total amount 
of a selected article (S6) 

The use fee of online shop setting out is added to a commodity price and a 
consumption tax, and if a user chooses "detention" as the means of settlement and 
the report method of a selected article, it will combine with a trade name and will 
express as the screen (S4) of selection of the means of settlement and the report 
method mentioned above. It indicates that it has chosen "detention" as the means of 
settlement and the report method of a selected article on the screen again. 
[0048]Procedures, such as this, can be constituted by adding "detention" to the 
shopping procedure (program) of the usual shopping site as the means of settlement 
and the method of handing over of a selected article. 
[0049](4) Extra service selection (S8) 

If the icon of the "determination" displayed by the screen is selected in the state 
where the item of "detention" is chosen, in order to provide this supplementary 
service that is not provided, processing will move to an ASP site (SI 2) from the online 
shop side in the online shop 3. 

[0050]Without choosing extra services, such as "detention", when [ with ASP site 4 ] 
on-line shopping is completed without cooperating, the data (ordering data) of 
shopping in the online shop 3 is stored in the database (810) of an online shop. 
[0051 ](4) Ordering data (S10) 

This database adds the data item of "detention" to the item of the means of 
settlement stored in the database of the usual on-line shopping, or the report method. 
This is equivalent to a flag standing on the item of "detention." 
[0052]The online shop 3 performs order work, dispatch work, sales management, 
customer relations management, a transaction completion check, etc. using this data. 
It is [ structure / of this data ] usable in the structure used in today's general online 
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shop. 

[0053](5) Receipt base selection (SI 2) 

If offer of "detention" of a supplementary service is demanded as mentioned above, 
when moving to the site by the side of ASP4 (S8), the transaction information 
demanded a priori from the ASP4 side is taken with it from the site 3 of the online 
shop. This is performed using the art of HTML For example, the screen of a monitor 
of a user can be changed to an ASP site from the online shop side by setting the 
method of form as POST and setting action as URL of an ASP site. Under the present 
circumstances, by setting up by name of which name of a variable value is required 
from the ASP side a priori, when the user has moved to the ASP site by the ASP site 
side, a required item can be obtained. 

C0054]Specificalfy, a shop name, a transaction code, a visitor name, a telephone 
number, a visitor e-mail address, the amount of money that should be charged to a 
visitor this time, etc. are contained. Since one shopping is specified, a transaction 
code is a code number (transaction number) given in an online shop. ASP4 and the 
online shop 3 can perform delivery and settlement of accounts at a base of goods, 
working by a separate system by sharing this transaction number. 
[0055]A user is a screen shown and chooses the base which performs the receipt of 
goods, and settlement of accounts with an address, a zip code, a telephone number 
and a base name, or a map. The number not overlapping is assigned beforehand at the 
selected base, and, thereby, a selection base is managed. 

[0056]On the character of goods, when the delivered base 6 is limited, it has the 
system which displays the list which narrowed down the delivered base automatically. 
For example, when perishables are ordered, a refrigeration facility is indispensable to a 
base, and only the base which makes the data item of the base registered a priori 
search, and has a refrigeration facility is extracted, and it shows a screen. In this case, 
when a user moves from the information that the goods which the user ordered from 
the online shop side are perishables to the site 4 by the side of [ the on-line shop site 
3 to ] ASP, it is transmitted to the ASP side. 

[0057](6) The check of a purchase store, an amount paid, and a receipt base (SI 2) 
The visitor name which is the information acquired from the selected store base name, 
telephone number and address, and the screen (S6) of commodity selection, A 
telephone number, an e-mail address, the amount of money by which payment is 
planned at the base, the online shop name which purchased goods, and a reference 
and an inquiry number are shown to a screen, and it asks for a check, and when a user 
does the selection click of the button (icon) of "determination", it completes. It is also 
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possible to derive a user to the screen of the online shop 3 again by the intention by 
the side of an online shop. The acquired information on this screen is accumulated in 
the database of transaction data. 
[0058](7) Transaction data base (S16) 

The information acquired at Step SI 2 is accumulated in the database of the 
transaction data of ASP4. Then, the assignment of drawing number of 
settlement~of~accounts ID or physical distribution ID is carried out, and they are 
processed into each data of 5 the object for the online shops 3, and for physical 
distribution contractors tagged, and 6 for receipt bases. 

[0059]Goods are purchased at the shop, and the online shops 3 are provided with data 
list / dealings settlement"of-accounts slip image data and physical distribution slip 
image data including the physical distribution and settlement information for every 
dealings of the user who chose "detention'' and has moved to the ASP site (when an 
online shop specifies). 

[0060]Physical distribution slip image data or the data processed so that the package 
acquisition of the data in the format specified by a physical distribution contractor 
could be carried out is provided for the physical distribution contractors 5. A physical 
distribution check is created a priori based on this data, and the work which attaches 
and collects checks to a load toward collection of cargo to an online shop is done. 
When a physical distribution contractor acquires data from ASP, he can also acquire 
the data of the collection~of~cargo request from the online shop side simultaneously. 
Thereby, the timing which goes to collection of cargo can be determined. 
[0061]The receipt bases 6 are provided with the data processed so that the package 
acquisition of the data list could be carried out in the format as which a base inspects 
through an on-line terminal or specifies the list including the physical distribution and 
settlement information of the dealings which chose the base. By carrying out like this, 
each base can know beforehand that goods will be sent to the base concerned a priori 
in the near future, without actually shipping goods. Since data is updated every day 
and physical distribution information and settlement information are also updated, the 
updated data is acquirable every day. Thus, the load taking over (''detention") request 
data from the online shop 3 side is processed into the prior information of delivery of 
goods at the base 6 when specification was chosen, and the specified base 

can be acquired now. 

[0062]Drawing 5 is an explanatory view explaining the database with which ASP4 is 

provided, in order to perform processing mentioned above. The storage vicarious 
execution check output system with which ASP4 publishes a settlement-of-accounts 
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check and a physical distribution check (or information required for issue offer), The 
detention base information system database which records the information on the 
house~of~"detention place specified by a user, etc., It has the seller information 
database which records the transaction information about the sales database and 
online shop which record the information on the goods which the user purchased, etc., 
storage news flash, a reliable report database which record the settlement information 
of goods delivery, etc. 

[0063](8) Settlement~of~accounts check creation and a goods packing process (SI 8) 
The online shop 3 arranges goods based on the user's 1 ordering information, packs 
this etc. up. and sticks the envelope ( drawing 4 ) in which the below-mentioned check 
for settlement of accounts went into the outside of the load. In order to create the 
check for this settlement of accounts, it connects with the site of ASP4, ASP4 and 
the transaction number currently used in common are inputted, and the image data of 
the settlement-of-accounts check of the face value which the user of that 
transaction number should pay is acquired. It is also possible to acquire the data of ail 
the transaction numbers according to the form of online shop specification by 
package. The check for settlement of accounts is created using the image data and 
data, and it encloses with the appointed envelope, and sticks on the outside of a load 
(refer to below-mentioned drawinjg 3 ). 

[0064]If the online shop 3 side wishes, it is also possible for the online shop 3 side to 
acquire image data [ of a physical distribution check ] " or the physical distribution slip 
data of a package, and to create a physical distribution check. 
[0065]On this structure, although it is necessary to decide the kind of 
settlement~-of~accounts check beforehand, settlement of **** for which the kind of 
settIement~of-accounts check is not limited, and the convenience store storage 
vicarious execution check, the mail transfer check, or the bank transfer check also 
used other bar codes may be sufficient as this. 
[0066](9) Physical distribution check output work (S20) 

The physical distribution company 5 connects with ASP site 4 on schedule every day, 
and acquires the data for collection-of~cargo request information and physical 
distribution check creation, for example. A physical distribution check is created 
based on this data, and goods are collected toward collection of cargo to the online 
shop 3 side from which the collection-of-cargo request was taken out. At this time, a 
physical distribution check may be created by the online shop 3 side, and, in the case 
of that case, loads are collected toward collection of cargo based on the data of a 
collection-of-cargo request. 
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[00673(10) Shipping-products work (S22) 

The physical distribution company 5 collects cargo toward collection of cargo to the 
place where an online shop or its load is kept according to origin or a direct 
colIection™of~cargo request in the data of the collection-of-cargo request. 
[0068]The data of the completion of collection of cargo is gathered, ASP4 acquires, 
and renewal of the completion of collection of cargo of the database of ASP4 is made 
about each dealings. 

[0069]the case where drawing 3 and drawing 4 receive a purchasing commodity at 
arbitrary bases conventionally which shows the example of the check given to 
collection-and-delivery goods - — payment in advance — be — deferred payment 
be ~~ in order to pass the load without being accompanied by settlement of accounts 
on the spot, a certain personal authentication is required. Otherwise, it is because 
goods will be able to be acquired without making payment of the purchase price of 
goods even if what the contents whose third party who is unrelated to the commercial 
transaction is a load are. 

[0070]If the online shop 3 which is a seller does not obtain the information about 
settlement of accounts, and two information about the taking over of a load, it cannot 
check completion of a commercial transaction. The delivered base of the goods to a 
user must pass the information on delivered completion to the online shop which is a 
seller 

[0071] On the other hand, when taking over [ a check required for settlement of 
accounts is stuck on the outside of the box of the goods packed up with the example 
as shown in drawing 3 , and it carries to the arbitrary bases which receive goods and / 
the user who is an orderer / in arbitrary bases / goods (load) ], accounts is 
simultaneously settled using the settlement-of-accounts check. 
[0072]A situation equal to a false sales act is born by this method by performing 
delivery and settlement of accounts of a load. It does not necessarily need personal 
identification. If the amount of money etc. which are settled there are considered as 
worth (amount of money) of goods handed over and it is that of a potato, formation of 
a commercial transaction is meant for an online shop. The user who takes over goods 
in an amount of money equal to the value knows what the contents of the load are, 
does not have any problem, settles accounts using a settlement-of-accounts check, 
and takes over a load. 

[0073]Even if a holder in bad faith tries to take over others' load, it cannot be known 
what the goods of the contents are, but the same amount of money as the 
remuneration of the product must be paid. Therefore, the large majority of the goods 
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which can circulate is available in this structure. 

[0074]When the user of the same family and personal name takes into consideration a 
possibility of carrying out use at the same base in the same period, a load other 
than a name can be specified using unique (peculiar) information, including a telephone 
number etc. 

[0075]Since delivery and settlement of accounts of a load are performed 
simultaneously, the information on the completion of settlement of accounts hands 
over the system mentioned above, and it serves as the information on completion. 
Therefore, the base side which hands over a load should pass only the information 
about settlement of accounts to the online shop side. The online shop side can be 
handed over with the information on the completion of settlement of accounts, and 
can know completion. 

[0076] Drawing 4 is an explanatory view explaining the check stuck on a load. The 
envelope containing a settlement-of-accounts check is stuck on the load itself so 
that it may become clear that it is the settlement-of-accounts check of goods which 
is contained into the load. In order to acquire the information for specifying a load, a 
window is attached to an envelope and it is made for information to be in sight so that 
it is not necessary to open an envelope when the product's name, a telephone number, 
etc. of the just orderer are describing at the settlement-of-accounts check itself. 
[0077] Even if it writes this information in another form in an envelope, it does not 
change effectively. The bar code for load management is also displayed on the part 
which shows information without opening an envelope, and it is used for the work of 
inspection etc. 

[0078]Thus, since it is possible to make the merchandise seller relevant to on-line 
shopping, the physical distribution contractor of goods, the delivered person of goods, 
a settlement-of-accounts company, etc. participate, and to constitute the system of 
payment and a physical distribution according to the composition of an example, It can 
unify or combine, can act as various kinds of contractors besides a series, and is in 
good order.

[Effect of the Invention]As explained above, according to the auxiliary method of the 
on-line shopping of this invention, and the auxiliary system. The independent online 
shop becomes realizable by using the ABUKESHON service provider which ties up 
with this online shop in the specific service which it does not have uniquely, for 
example, detention at the specific place of goods.
